practices," he. said, ■ "By the same 
token some of our leading surgeons 
are not privileged to treat certain 
serious heart ailments because they 
have no particular ' training In the 
field of Internal medicine." 

The procedure of granting priv- 
ileges on the medical staff of "any 
good hospital" was described as fol- 
lows; 

First all doctors apply for a posi- 
tion on the wedloal staff, at which 
time all their credentials are re- 
viewed to determine theh- education, 
training and experience. Before the 
credentials committee has completed 
Its review, each doctor's patient rec- 
• .ord».arMewlewed-bjtth6H)ther-threr 
medical staff committees: Medicine, 
surgery and obstetrlos. On the basis 
of these reviews, the credentials 
comralltec malces recommendations 
to the medical council as to the 
privileges for which each staff mem- 
ber Is qualified. If a staff member 
wishes to Increase his privileges, he 
may do so by working with senior 
members on the staff or through 
post graduate education, or both. In 
seeking Increased privileges, a doctor 
applies to the appropriate staff 
committee which reviews his work 
In that particular field. The recom 
mendatlons of that committee are 
thenreferred-to-the-credentialjrcoin. 
mllt«e tor review and recommenda- 
tion to the medical council and 
finally the hospital board. If the 
review determines the request is 
Justified, then the additional priv. 

lleB W are Wa nted. 

Another point which should be 
clarified in the people's minds Is 
how this trouble all started In the 
first place. In trying to get away 
from the old system under which 
"the doctors oouhljo as they 
pleased" and to establish ' departr 
menls In keeping with the recom- 
mendations of the . highest mealcal 
and-hospttal anttiarltlesTtKe system" 
of "privileges" was fhst undertaken 
in 1952, Early the following year, 
a duly appointed credentials com- 
mittee made recommendations for 
staff privileges for all members of 
the staff. Partly because of disagree, 
menls that followed, it was decided 
that Dr. Luci u s W. Johnson, medical 
examiner from San Diego, Calif 
should be brought In to make an Im. 
partial medical audit of the hospital. 
He in turn recommended the prhi. 
lieges which he figured should be 
granted to each member of the med. 
leal staff. Even that audit, how. 
ever, failed to gain complete accep- 
tance from certain members of the 
otaflr with the result thjtr-the-con.

One Important point which Jhe 
public ' shouiaTieep In mind, how- 
ever," Dr. Sawyer emphasized, "Is 
that we have 100 per cent compli- 
ance with hospital rules and reg- 
llhitlons regarding privileges by all 
doctors caring for thet patients in 
Maglo Valley Memorial, even though 
jfiinksl. thc-dactora hays not .volua-- 
tarily accepted the privileges grant- 
ed them. .They must practice within 
ths limitations of their .privileges. 
In other words, all those doctors 
caring for their patients In Magic 
ValleJ Memorial are either qualified 
for the work they are doing, or must 
be assisted by other doctors who are 
Qualified." 

Dr. Sawyer pointed out that a 
great majority of "our doctors are 
wholeheartedly in favor of the priv- 
ileges established, because they 
realize this system makes for the 
highest type of medical practice all 
around and gives the patient the 
assurance of the best of caret" 

As an authority for thinking along 
these lines. Dr. Paul R. Haw]( ; Y . dl- 
■rpctoi^f— the-Anrenean Uollege of 
Surgeons, was quoted as follows; 

"A medical staff must assume its 
collective responsibility If a hospital 
Is to attain the level of quality 
which we can approve. It must pre- 
vent Incapable and unworthy prac- 
titioner^ from obtaining the priv- 
ileges of the hospital; and It must 
maintain constant vigilance upon 
the work and conduct of Its Individ- 
ual members. ,In my considered 
opinion, the weakest single stone In 
the structure of hospital operation 
today Is the failure of medical staffs 
to accept and to discharge these re- 
sponsibilities."
